ONE ARMED PLAYER'S 
RATTING AVERAGE 1,000 
St. Louis, May 4.—Five hits in five 
times up is the hope of every ball 
player and few two-handed hitters 
come through with the perfect score 
during a season but William (Otto) 
Schfranski, one armed center fielder 
of the Hemline Univeristy team, baa 
already accomplished the 1,000 bat­ 
ting average feat this year. 
Schfranski was born with one arm. 
His left arm did not grow below the 
elbow. When a youngster he started 
playing ball with the other boys and 
soon became a "regular." This spring 
when CoachBaird of Hemline called 
for players Schfranski reported and 
when the first scheduled game was 
played had won a regular position In 
center field. 
A strong throwing arm 
offsets 
whatever delay may be occasioned by 
Scbfranski’s style of taking the ball. 
He wears a glove and after catching 
the ball, tosses it into the air, while 
slipping off the glove under his left 
arm. 
Catching the toss, the ball is 
sent away propelled by a powerful 
throwing arm. 
He Ukes hard hit 
balls as easily as the high ones. 
At the plate, Schfranski chokes the 
bat slightly more than the average 
player balancing it with his stub arm 
when he begins his swing, which is 
completed with his right arm. 
He 
used a slight crouch and pulls his 
drives into left field. He is fast on the 
bases. Schfranski is 21 years old and 
a senior. 
He was born at Clayton, 
Minnesota.

Miss Schmid declared she was born 
in Switzerland and was a governess 
employed in private homes in Eng­ 
land and the United States.

The Bim etallic Movement in China. 
A radical reform of the Chinese 
currency system has been advocated 
by m erchants and bankers doing busi­ 
ness in th at country. 
Inform ation 
comes that the president of th e Bank 
of China, a t a m eeting of such inter­ 
ests recently held at Shanghai, sub­ 
m itted the outlines of a plan to th at 
end. The basis of the proposition is 
the establishm ent of a good stand­ 
ard in exchange transactions with a 
new “republican dollar” as the mone­ 
tary legal tender unit. An arrange­ 
m ent by the 
Chinese 
governm ent 
w ith foreign powers, establishing a 
fixed ratio between foreign moneys 
and the new silver currency, is also 
p art of th e plan. It likewise includes 
the entire abandonm ent of “cycee” 
or bar silver, for currency purposes, 
the centralization of m inting a t two 
establishm ents instead of six and the 
coinage thereat of a standard m etal­ 
lic currency on a decimal system em­ 
bracing cents and silver pieces of 10c 
and upward, as well as the new silver 
dollar. 
The plan furtherm ore aim s 
at a paper note issue, which, it is 
adm itted, would require tim e to ac­ 
custom the Chinese people to it. 
A 
single bank of issue is suggested, 
which for a num ber of years should 
carry a silver dollar against every 
note it put out, to the end th at the 
silver certificates would be received 
unhesitatingly by the public and the 
basis laid for confidence in the gov­ 
ernm ent’s credit in m onetary affairs.

The great war might be traced 
back to Nobel’s cut finger. 
Alfred 
Nobel was a Swedish chemist—and 
a pacifist. 
One day while working 
in the laboratory he cut his finger, 
as chemists are apt to do, and, 
again as chemists are apt to do, he 
dissolved some guncotton in ether 
alcohol and swabbed it on the wound. 
At this point, however, his conduct 
diverges from the ordinary, for in­ 
stead of standing idle, impatiently 
waving his hand in the air to dry 
the film, as most people, including 
chemists, are apt to do, he put his 
mind on it and it occurred to him 
that this sticky stuff, slowly harden­ 
ing to an elastic mass, might be just 
the thing he was hunting as an ab­ 
sorbent and 8olidifier pf nitroglyc­ 
erin. So instead of throwing away 
th? extra collodion that he had made 
be mixed it with nitroglycerin and 
found that it set to a jelly. 
The “blasting gelatin” thus dis­ 
covered proved to be so insensitive 
to shock that it could be safely 
transported or fired from a cannon. 
Thie was the first of the high explo­ 
sives that have been the chief factor 
ip the great war.—-E. E. Slosson iii 
New York Independent.
